TueRe is no Man’s private Life but when exa- 
ined into may be found, in fome Refpeét, to be 
ither faulty, or weak It isthe higheft Indecence, 
here a Weaknefs is the only Diicovery we can 
ake, to expofe it at all to the Eye of the Publick. 
tis taking away the common Protection every Man 
as from the Publick Cenfure of his Aétions, 1n that 
ommon Decency, which without Law ties up every 
ell-bred Man from laying open his Neighbour’s 
‘ailing. Itis what the French would call Ne favoir 
2s vivre. There is a-written Law for fecuring Pro- 
erty ; there is as ftrong a Law in the Mind of a 
eli-cducated Man, which reftrains him from making 
nother the Object of the Publick Contempt or Deri- 
ion. *Tis bis own Security which he violates, when 
e breaks thro’ this Common Law to Gentlemen. But 
f the expofing ir at all is ungentlemanlike, what 
hall be faid of him, who does ic with all the witty 
lalice he is capable of ? Aerace’s Prefcription, 
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if you can't behave as you ought, leave the Company, is 
oo mild a Punifhment ; for this Man does not fin 
hro* Ignorance but Wilfulnefs. But this Crime is 
till aggravated, in that as much as this Common De- 
cy ties Equals toa ftri& Obfervation of ir, an In- 
erior is ftill more culpable where he breaks it, to the 
xpofing of a Superior ! Where a Sovereign is info- 
lently fet up to Publick Contempt by a Subject, who 
thinks, if he can contrive his Ridicule fo as to avoid 
the Letter of the Law, he has a Right to throw ic 
bout with the utmoft licentious Wantonnefs. 

Ir is very certain, no Man is guilty of Treafon, 
who quotes Anthony’s Weaknefs ; but it is well known 
who 1s intended by Anthony — and what is alluded 
to, in Statira’s Speech. 

SUCH infolence is the more-unjuftifiable; - as ir- 
comes immediately after a Declaration from the 
Fhrone, that the Laws having been, as they are in- 
tended to continue, the Rule of Conduét on one 
Side, Notice was taken of the licentious Abufivenefs 
of fome Writings ; and it was recommended, in a 
particular Manner, to forbear it for the future. 

[swat not add any Thing further on this 
Head ; fince he that is capable of aétually violating 
Good Manners in general, as well as the particular 
Duty of a Subjeét, is not to be talked into a due Senfe 
of either.

Is could 
not be, what has been the common Talk, for the 
Behaviour (fays the Noble Lord) of the Players, is 
an Argument againft any Reftrainton Them. It was 
not, indeed, my Lords, that ; it was nothing but the 
— Licentioufnefs of the Stage (which the 
obie Lord feems himfelf to acknowledge, in the 
two Inftances he brings of it) that required Suppreffion. 
That Licentioufne&S, my Lords, has been daily in- 
crealing, and would have extended fo far, that no 
Perion 1n a littie time would have been fafe, had this 
Satyr been futtered to continue on the Stage ; for who 
is there among us, that dares lay open his whole Life 
to the Publick. Men of the higheft Worth and 
Honour have and daily act fomething they would not 
But fays that Noble 
Lord, Liberty is our greateft Good. .-— Liberty 
has its Aliayy and that Allay is Licentioufnefs. —— 
Surely, my Lords, what’ls avowealy calculated to 
reftrain Licentiouinels can never aficét Liberty ? 
Liberty, my Lords, is nothing bur the Privilege of 
enjoying what, by the Laws of the Conftitution, I 
havea Right to enjoy. Would it, anywife, affect 
or hurt Liberty, befidesa Law to fecure Property in 
general, to make particular Laws againft any par- 
ticular Abuie of it? Is not that the daily Care and 
Employment of the Legiflature? As Vices multiply, 
ould: Whar-is Liberty itfelft, bur proper 
and equitable Regulation? Ir is not an unlimited 
Thing: It is confin'd to Juftice and to Rule. All 
Ebuliitions from Liberty, all Excrefcences may as 
fafely be deftroy’d, as the wild Luxuriant Shoots of a 
Tree, which inftead of hurting, preferves its Health. 
My Lords, what is the Liberty of the Stage? To 
teform the Vices of Mankind, and to laugh at their 
Follies. Wharis the Licentioufnefs of it ? To bring 
me and my V:ces and Follies, particularly on the Stage, 
by which I am render’d hateful and ridiculous to my 
Fellow-Creatures, and not reform'd. This, my Lords, 
is a Hurt to the State, and may render a great many 
(otherwile) ufeful Members, a dead Weight on ir. 
This, my Lords, is what is now intended, and what 
is neceflary for the Prefervation of the Liberty of the 
Stage itfelf, which would run into fuch Grofine(s 
and Abufe, that it would become at the Length a 
Magazine, where Scandal would be retailed out from 
s. to 1. toevery intemperate Purchafer, who would, 
file the Inhabitants of {ome of our Coafts, live on 
the Wreck of another's Reputation and good Name. 
My Lords, the Story of Pompey has been quoted ; 
but I believe the Lenity of Pompy did not arife from 
an unfeeling Difpofition, or his Love to Liberty. 
Hiftory, my Lords, that takes off the Mask, has 
fhewn Pompey with-#H his fine Pretenfions, to have 
had the fame Views asCefar. Pompey, had he van- 
quifhed Cefar, had been Cefar. Pompey wanted the 
People, and would not therefore exaiperate them by 
any Severity again Diphilus. Pompey did nottorbear 
out of Love to Liberty. The Cafe is not _ 
my Lords, in the Circumftances of the Perfons, (in 
the Abufe indeed it is) and therefore the way of acting 
of the one, ought to be no Example to the other. 
But, my Lords, what is this great Shock to Liberty 
fo much apprehended? What is this Blow given to 
the Conftiturion? Why, the L C ~ is to 
perufe a Play before "tis ated ; and if he finds it im- 
proper to be acted ; It is not to be acted: Isthis any 
thing more than what ts already vetted in the Mana- 
ger? Has he not an abfolute Right to refufe a Play? 
Are there not daily Complaints from Authors of the 
Behaviour of Managers? Ir is truc, the L 
C can filence the Company, if they perform 
what he has put the Negative on: And where is the 
ill Confequence of fuch a Power ? Is the Stage alone 
to be exempt from Rule? to be its own Determiner 
of Right and Wrong? My Lords, ic has been too 
long neglected by the Legiflature. {It has run into 


Exorbitances, at fome times Ridiculons, at others 
Criminal, without controul! No Men's Wirt, my 
Lords, has a Right to feed itfelf upon my Charaéer. 
if lam a bad Man, the Law is to coke Cognizance 
of me: lf Iam a Pool, I am below the Notice of 
Wit. —--1f only a weak Man, --<- the Obje@ of 
Compaffion. ----- General Follies, genera! Vices, Ava- 
rice, Ambition, Envy, &%. are the Poct’s Field ; 
large enough it is were his Genius yet nvore extenfive. 
Let us not put ourfelves in the Powerof aay one Man ; 
tho’ we have nothing to fear at preient, the Beft may 
trip, and feme Part of our Chara¢ter, may come into 
the Poet's Obfervation, and be carried where we 
fhould be forry to fee it. In thort, my Lords, to 
tolerate Perfomalities on the Stage, is to encqurage a 
Licentioufnefs every one of us may foffer by, ----- 
Families in Enmiry may hire a Poet (for Poets are 
Venal) to expofe each other: T’his may be refented 
by one, ahd vindicared by the other ; the Confe- 
quence may be bloodfhed : The King lofts his 
Subjects, and the Stare fome wort!iy Members, ------ 
And ali this from encouraging p:rfonal Licentiouf- 
nefs. The Objection then, my Lords, dacs not feem 
fo much to lie againft the Power, if we reafon on it, 
as againft its being velted in Ove. My Lords, Power 
mutt be vefted fomewhere; and fure it cannot 
be vefted better than in a Perfon of Birth and 
Fortune, in whom no Interefts can be fuppofed 
to influence his Judgment. Ie is not a Power 
over what the Law calls Property. That Noble 
Lord, indeed, calls Wit a Property, and bleffes his 
Stars it is not our only Support. However ill we 
might fare, he has fhewn what a {plendid Enter- 
tainment he could furnifh our, and what a Right 
he has to call it a Property. But, my Lords, Wit, 
confidered even as a Property, is not to be excifed, by 
this Power vefted in the L—<— C .

None ever complained 
of this Power, but thofe who have bad Drugs: The 
Fair Trader opens his Shop ro the Infpeétors, and 
is pleafed they fhould be convinced of his Innocence. 
My Lords, a great deal more might be urg’d in Sup- 
port of the Bill: But I fall not trefp.f, on yourLord- 
fhips Time ; and fhall therefore only obferve, chat 
if a Play may be printed after the L-——— C "s 
Refufal of ir, this Bill does not go further than ir 
was defigned ; which was only to ftop it on the 
Stage : Nor can it, of courfe, affect the Liberty of 
the Prefs, or Liberty itfelf, which was what that 
noble Lord apprehended.
